468 Millions In 
PWA Projects 


U.S. Spends Average 
Of 31 Pet On 
Non-Federal Work 


WASHINGTON (WW) — The Public 
Works Administration has expended an 
average of 31.56 per cent toward com- 
pletion of 9,286 non-federal projects 
throughout the United States and its 
possessions, estimated to cost $2,428,- 
322.604, according to a special report 
to Administrator Harold L. Ickes. 

Computations were based upon the 
government’s share of total costs in- 
curred on projects either completed or 
under construction during the four- 
year period of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration, created by Congress June , 
16, 1933. 

Actual costs incurred closely parallel 
the grant average of 30.28 per cent on 
non-federal projects. To date PWA 
has granted ~$735,275.572 for its three 
non-federal programs which make pos- | 
sible labor-creating construction esti- 
mated to cost $2,428,322,604. Reported 
costs incurred, as of May 31, 1937, are. 
$1,482,812,817. The government’s share 
of the total cost incurred is $468,077,- 
000. These actual expenditures do not | 
include railroad loans amounting to! 
$200,974,500, all of which has been ex- ! 
pended to date.

Tourist Season 


BOSTON (lP)—The trailer cavalcade 
in New England probably will find re- 
Strictions wherever it goes this sum- 
mer. 


The New England council’s recre- 
ational development committee wrote to 
1,300 towns in recreational ‘areas urg- 
ing them to begin preparations for 
dealing with this summer’s trailer prob- 
lems. 


Dennis and Barnstable, on Cape Cod 
are two of the few towns in the East 
to adopt ordinances to regulate the 
wheel-homes. The two towns say that 
at least 600 square feet of land must 
be provided for every trailer, tent or 
cabin, each camp must have electric- 
ity, modern plumbing and daily garb- 
age disposal. No trailer may stay more 
than 90 days. Summer residents have 


urged officials to ban trailers entirely. 


New Hampshire’s board of health! 


issued regulations prohibiting trailers 
from parking over-night within the 
limits of any main highway and from 
parking within 100 feet of any reser- 
voir or pond used for public water sup- 
ply.

New Recipe for Tea Sparkler 
Adds Nevelty to Popular Hot- 
Weather Beverage. 


The tinkle of ice against the | of pineapple may be served in 


thin. sides of a tall frosted glass 
is music most any day of the 
summer. For the connoisseur of 


hot-weather drinks, the tinkling 
glass must contain the amber 
brew of tea. Despite the popu- 
larity of other thirst quenchers, 
tea holds its own during the hot 
months—either wplain with ice 
cubes, or with a dash of lemon, 
a sprig of fresh mint, and fine 
sugar. 

The hostess who would serve 
perfect iced tea must omit no 
pert of the preparation ritual of 
ot tea. The water must be 
freshly boiling, and the pot 
should be of china, glass or 
earthenware. 

The tea should be put in the 
freshly scalded pot. Six tea- 
spoons of good tender-leaf tea to 
one quart of boiling water gives 
a strong infusion and allows for 
dilution by the ice. It should 
stand for five minutes, then be 
strained and poured, hot and 
freshly made, over cracked ice 
in tall glasses. Sugar to taste - 
and drop a slice of lemon in 
each, and, if you like, a slice of 
orange as well or a sprig of fresh 
mint. For variation, a half Slice 


each glass, or for the modern 
touch, cubes of frozen lemon or 
lime juice. 

If you must cool the tea be- 
fore icing, it should be made 
regular strength (one teaspoon 
tea to one cup boiling water) 
since there is very little dilution 
by the ice. Strain and let it 
stand at room temperature until 
cool. Then place in the ice box 
until ready to serve. The first 
method, however, is preferred 
for a fresher tasting tea. 

For a refreshing and different 


way of enjoying iced tea, try Tea 
Sparkler. It is made as follows: 
2 tablespoons tea, 2 cups boiling 
water, 1-3 cup sugar, charged 
water. Pour freshly boiling wa- 
ter over tea, allow to brew for 
5 minutes. Strain from leaves, 
add sugar and stir until dissolv- 
ed. Cool. Use 1-4 cup of this 
Syrup in tall glass, add ice, fill 
with charged water. Serve with 
Slices of lemon and garnish with 
Sprigs of-mint. Serves 8. This 
Syrup will keep for several days 
In the refrigerator.
